Washington, April IS.—Neither the

termi .e the independence of Korea, 
and that this action by two powers is 
prejudicial to the interests of all the 
other powers interested in the eastern 
question. There is no indication, how- 
ever, that the United States feels any 
such concern, for about the only in- 
terest this government would have in 
the matter is that of keeping our com- 
merce with Korea unobstructed.

tion of President Joseph Smith to his 
people was read to the conference of 
the reorganized Church of Latter Day 
Saints at Independence, Mo. The rev- 
elation came to the prophet after the 
saints had indulged in a season of fast- 
ing and prayer last Sunday. It was 
opened by the conference without a 
protest, and it thus became a part of 
the religion of 45,000 persons, all of 
whom believe it U of divine origin. 
The revelation directs that Peter An- 
derson be chosen to fill the vacancy in 
the quorum of 12, and urges the prose- 
cution of missionary work.

patches from Sir Alfred Milner, gover- 
nor of tbe Transvaal colonies, are 
printed in the South African blue book, 
just issued here. Mr. MHner wired re- 
questing permission to return home at 
an early date, upon leave of absence, 
f»/r the purpose of resting. 
Mr. Jo- 


seph Chamberlain, the colonial secre- 
tary, replied by granting this request, 
but expressed the government's regret 
that it should be necessary for Sir 
Alfred to leave South Africa at the 
present time. 


In a recent dispatch Sir Alfred Mil- 


ner reviews the situation in South 
Africa, and says that he had hoped 
some definite point would be reached 
at which it would be possible to sum 
up that chapter of history containing 
the war and forecast the administra- 
tive reconstruction, which must suc- 
ceed it. "But I am reluctantly forced 
to the conclusion that there will be no 
such dividing line," continues Sir Al 
fred Milner, "and I have not the slight- 
est doubt of the ultimate result, but 
I foresee that the-work will be slower, 
more difflcul*. more harassing and 
more expensive than was at one time 
anticipated." 


Mr. Milner resumes: 
It Is no use denyinjj-that the last half 
year has been one of retrogression 
Seven 
months ago this f-olony was perfectly quiet, 
at least as far as the Orange river. The 
southern half of the Orange River Colony 
was rapidly settling down, and even a con- 
siderable portion of the Transvaal, nota- 
bly the southwestern districts, soemcd to 
hive definitely accepted British authority 
and to rejoice at the opportunity to return 
to orderly government and the pursuits of 
pe-ice 
Today the scene is completely a.1 
teri'd. It will be superfluous to dwell on 
the increased losses to the country Uv the 
piotongatlon of the struggle by the form 
which it has recently assumed 
The fact 


that the enemy are now broken up Into a 
&ri>at number of small force*, raiding in 
e\ery direction, aud that our troops arc 
siuiii.irly broken up in their pursuit, makes 
th« area of actual fightmft, and conse- 
quently of destruction, much wider than 
would be the case in a conflict between 
equal numbers operating in large masses. 
Moreover, the flght is now mainly o^er siap- 
plifs. 
The Boers live entirely 
on the 


country thiongh ivhlch they pass, not only 
taking all the food they can lay their 
Imnds on, but looting the small village 
stores .of clothes,: :boots, coffee and sugar* 
all «f which they are in'great need. Our 
foices are compelled, to denude the coun- 
try of everything movable 
in otder to 
frustrate these tactics of the enemy. 
The (onbequeuces of the war, although 
grave, are not appalling. The country-peo,- 
ple a ill need help to prevent them fiom 
starving, anil probably a certain amount of 
capital. A more serious effect of the last 
six months, is the moral Influence of the 
recrudescence of the war, especially in 
Ornnjw lliver Colony. 
Sir Alfred Milner thinks that a ma- 


jority of the Dutch cwlonists do uot 
desire invasion. -Discussing the plans 
of the local defense put into opera- 
tion, he argued that the government's 
policy should be to consider the feel- 
ings of the loyalists and thus to retain 
their loyalty, as well as to disarm 
enmity and to win the confidence of 
those fighting against Great Britain 
"South Africans are sick unto death 
of the war," he says, "but are pre- 
pared to suffer in order to make South 
Africa indisputably one country under 
one fla^-."
